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Stirring Reception Will Greet President Dutra 
In Visit that Ushers in Closer Ties with U.S. 


Preparations in the official world and among the 
American public assure Brazilian President Eurico 
Gaspar Dutra a rousing re- 
ception when he arrives in 
Washington on May 18, 
which, coincidentally, is his 
birthday. 

Flying in from Key West 
with an aerial escort of honor, 
President Dutra will be met 
at the airport by President 
Harry S. Truman. 


Citizens’ Welcome 


An automobile caravan will 
conduct the two presidents 
and their parties from the air- 
port to Blair House. The re- 
ception and parade will be the 
occasion for a full-scale dis- 
play of the military honors 
and public applause Washing- 
ton traditionally renders the 
visiting chiefs of friendly 
nations. 

The Washington Citizens 
Committee is in charge of 
preparations for the parade 
along Pennsylvania Avenue, 
Where stands will be erected and television and radio 
facilities set up. 

The entire United States, through these facilities, 
will be able to participate indirectly in the weleome 
to President Dutra, who represents the largest re- 
public in the Americas and one which has tradi- 
tionally been friendly to the United States. 

The flags of Brazil and the United States will fly 
along the parade route and from Washington homes 
and offices, while posters of welcome to the Brazilian 
chief executive will be displayed. 

State Department Protocol Chief Stanley Wood- 
ward is in charge of official reception activities. News 
facilities for Brazilian and American correspondents 
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His Excellency, General Eurico Gaspar Dutra, 
President of the United States of Brazil 


will be handled by Frank Standley, State Department 
press officer. Hugo Gouthier, secretary of the Brazilian 
Embassy, and Michael Me- 
Dermott, aide of Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson, have 
organized a press committee 
to help out U.S. and Brazilian 
newspapermen. 

President Dutra’s itinerary, 
published in full in this issue 
of the Brazilian Bulletin, was 
limited at his request to visits 
to Washington, New York 


and Tennessee. 


Visits T.V.A. 


In Tennessee he will ex- 
amine projects of the Tennes- 
see Valley Authority, whose 
achievements are closely re- 
lated to his own goal of hydro- 
electric development in Brazil. 

While the Embassy of Bra- 
zil in Washington has received 
thousands of requests to ex- 
tend invitations to President 
Dutra to attend receptions in 
his honor, the shortness of his 
stay obliged him to limit his acceptances rigidly. 

President Dutra’s visit returns the visit to Brazil 
made by President Truman in September 1947 at 
the time of the Inter-American Conference at 
Petropolis. 

It is the first time a chief executive of Brazil has 
visited the United States while in office since the 
arrival here of Pedro IT, Brazil’s last emperor, 70 years 
ago. 

President Dutra, however, visited the United States 
in 1943 when he was Minister of War, touring the U.S. 
war plants and training camps as a prelude to organiz- 
ing Brazil’s own military effort. 

He likewise became closely acquainted with Ameri- 
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can leaders during the war, since he was in charge of 
wartime cooperation with the United States in all 
military fields. Brazil's cooperation with bases and 
facilities speeded defeat of the Axis in North Africa 
and hastened final victory. 

He furthered that knowledge in Italy in 1944, where 
he visited Brazilian troops on the fighting line and 
worked closely with the American staff on the Italian 
Front. 

New Economic Era 


President Dutra’s visit comes at a time when rela- 
tions between the United States and Brazil are ex- 
pected to enter a new phase of economic cooperation. 
The visit, it was expected, would contribute directly to 
further progress in that field. 

The role of Brazil's chief executive has been one 
of continuing and strengthening Brazil's tradition- 
ally close ties to the United States. 

This traditional friendship dates back to the early 
days of both countries. Brazil’s first republican consti- 
tution was based on that of the United States. 

The two republics, largest in the Americas, have 


continued their friendship in war as in peace. During 
both World Wars, Brazil fought on the side of the 
United States. 

During the second World War, Brazil contributed 
a huge percentage of strategic raw materials and min- 
erals that made possible the great wartime production 
of U.S. factories. 

Mutual Benefits 

Present plans for strengthening of peacetime friend- 
ship are being developed along economic lines, whereby 
the technical resources of the United States could be 
made available for speeding Brazilian development to 
the mutual benefit of both countries. 

President Dutra took special interest in the recent 
work of the Joint Brazil-U.S. Technical Commission, 
whose report is seen as a basis for economic coopera- 
tion between the two countries, 

His visit is thus seen as a symbol of a new and 
close economic relationship between Brazil and the 
United States, as a foundation for continuance and 
strengthening of traditional ties. 


Short Biography Touches Salient Points in President Dutra’s Life 


Brazilian President Eurico Gaspar Dutra was in- 
augurated on January 31, 1946, after being elected 
by more than three million votes on December 2, 
1945. 

General Dutra was born in Cuiaba, capital of the 
state of Mato Grosso, on May 18, 1885. He will be 
arriving in Washington on his birthday. 

After primary and secondary schooling, he joined 
the Army and was sent to the Preparatory and Tacti- 
cal School of Rio Pardo, in the state of Rio Grande 
do Sul, at the age of 17. From there he transferred to 
the Military School in Rio de Janeiro and later, after 
examinations, to the Military Academy in Porto 
Alegre. On graduation he specialized in the field of bal- 
listics and mechanics at the Artillery and Engineering 
School. 


Married in 1904 
In 1904 he married Carmela Leite. They had two 


children, Emilia and Antonio Joao, the latter now a 


Captain in the Brazilian Army. Mrs. Dutra died 
October 9, 1947. 


Eurico Gaspar Dutra became an officer candidate 
in the Brazilian Army in 1908 and was made a second 
lieutenant in 1910. He rose steadily, becoming a first 
lieutenant in 1916, captain in 1921, major in 1927, 
lieutenant-colonel in 1929, full colonel in 1931 and 
brigadier-general and director of military aviation in 
1932. By 1935 he had become General of Division and 
was in command of Brazil’s First Military Zone. 


Organized War Effort 

He was Minister of War under President Getulio 
Vargas from 1936 to 1945. He came to the United 
States in that capacity in 1943 and as an official guest 
visited war plants and training camps in this country. 

It was General Dutra who organized the Brazilian 
Expeditionary Force that fought at the side of 
American troops in Italy until victory in Europe. 
He visited the front in 1944 and saw Brazilian 
troops in action. 

Eurico Gaspar Dutra is Brazil’s sixteenth presi- 
dent. His term of office expires on January 31, 1952. 


Bank of Brazil Report Shows Gains Under Dutra Government 


Figures quoted in the annual report of the Bank 
of Brazil for 1948, just published, show that from 
1930 to 1945, before the inauguration of President 
Dutra, a national deficit of 85 million to 1,371 
million cruzeiros resulted each year. 

Under the Dutra Administration, it said, despite 
a record holdover deficit of 2,633 million cruzeiros in 
1946, a surplus of 460 million cruzeiros was achieved 
in 1947 and of three million in 1948, the latter despite 
large wage raises granted civil service workers and 
the armed forces. 


The Bank of Brazil report added that credit has 
not been curtailed in Brazil but has been diverted into 
more useful channels, with stress on farming and in- 
dustry rather than real estate. 

The report reaffirmed Brazil’s intention to maintain 
the parity of the cruzeiro, pointing out that devalua- 
tion would be out of gear with the fundamental finan- 
cial policy of the Government and would raise the 
price of imported raw materials, make production cost- 


lier and might lower export capacity.

(As this issue appears coincidentally with the ar- 
rival of President Eurico Gaspar Dutra in the 
United States, the Brazilian Bulletin is presenting 
a brief review of some of the concrete accomplish- 
ments of the Dutra Administration in Brazil since 
it began on January 31, 1946. 


(Although President Dutra took office during a 
critical period in modern Brazilian history, the ac- 
complishments of his administration, despite grave 
economic problems, stand out for their long-range 
constructivity. At the same time that the Dutra 
Administration was tackling day-by-day problems, 
it built bases for Brazil's economic future.) 


When Eurico Gaspar Dutra was inaugurated as 
President of Brazil on January 31, 1946, the country 
was in the throes of postwar transition. Public spend- 
ing was outrunning receipts. Capital goods and con- 
sumers’ goods were scarce. An economy that had 
been turned toward production of vital raw materials 
for war had to be geared for peace. Brazil’s problem 
was not only reconversion to a peace-time economy, 
but expansion of production to new levels to meet 
new needs. 

In three years, under the administration of 
President Dutra, Brazil balanced the federal bud- 
get, increased output of goods for the domestic 
market, boosted production for export, fought 
inflation by limiting credit except in productive 
fields, restrained non-essential imports and cleared 
the way for economic progress in the future. 


Statistics Tell Tale 


Brazil's achievements stand out statistically. In the 
field of basic industrial production, gains for just one 
year, 1947 to 1948, included a 24 percent increase in 
steel output, 22 percent in cement, 22 percent for 
rolled steel and 11 percent for pig iron. This was five 
times as much pig iron as 1938, five times as much 
steel, nearly five times as much rolled steel. 

In production of electric power, further expansion 
of which is a main government goal through large- 
scale new enterprises under way, Brazil’s output was 
at an index of 130 in December, 1948, against 91 in 
1945, and amounted to 2,500,000,000 kilowatt hours. 

Indices of production compiled by Conjuntura 
Economica of Rio de Janeiro show concretely the gains 
made by Brazil between 1945, before inauguration 
of President Dutra, and 1948. 

Heavy industry output rose from an index of 
75.7 in 1945 to 133.9 in 1948, with the base- 
number of 100 representing 1946. Production in 
general went up from 94.1 to 111.2. Output of 
sugar and derivatives rose from 86.4 in 1945 to 
130.7. Value of Brazilian exports, with the year 
1946 again equalling 100, rose from an index of 
66.7 in 1945 to 119 in 1948. The index for sales 
on the domestic market rose from 77.8 to 116. 


In agriculture, production rose especially in crops 
grown in Brazil for domestic consumption. With 1936 
production representing the base-number of 100, Bra- 
zilian production rose from 130.1 in 1943-45 to 147.9 
for 1946-47, the first two years of President Dutra’s 
administration. The net supply of basic crops, ob- 
tained by subtracting from production all exported 
tonnage and adding all imported tonnage, reached 
an index of 142.7 in 1947 compared 127.8 in 1943-45, 
despite the huge export of coffee and cocoa. 

These increases in production in the agricultural, 
industrial and manufacturing fields enabled Brazil 
under President Dutra to hold down, and in 1948, 
for the first time, to reverse the trend toward inflation 
that had come with the war and the resultant scarcity 
in peace-time goods. 


Price Rise Checked 


The index of the cost of living fell six points 
between January 1948 and January 1949, although 
prices continued at a high level. Paper money in 
circulation, after a temporary increase in December 
1948 to take care of seasonal expansion, was 
rapidly reduced in the first quarter of 1949, with 
470,000,000 cruzeiros, nearly 26,000,000 dollars, 
withdrawn from circulation in that period. A 
further price drop of .8 percent occurred between 
February and March. 

Business in Brazil showed increasing profit as Presi- 
dent Dutra’s administration continued. Gross income 
for industry in the key cities of Rio de Janeiro and 
Sao Paulo amounted to 2,998,878,000 cruzeiros on a 
capital investment of 3,442,834,000 cruzeiros in 1948, 
compared to a gross income in 1947 of 2,814,615,000 
cruzeiros on a capital investment of 3,351,721,000. 

Gross income in commerce followed the same up- 
ward trend, rising from 955,277,000 cruzeiros in 1947 
to 1,061,496,000 in 1948, with respective capital in- 
vestments of 1,053,651,000 in 1947 and 1,120,284,000 
cruzeiros in 1948. 

In the field of foreign trade, the Dutra administra- 
tion overcame a 1947 unfavorable balance of 1,609,- 
878,000 cruzeiros to come through 1948 with a favor- 
able balance of 711,994,000 cruzeiros, a dramatic re- 
versal of the deficitary trend that arose from war-time 
shortages. 

By eliminating non-essential imports, Brazil 
saved 1,804,411,000 cruzeiros in 1948, buying 
361,670 tons less of foreign-made goods than in 
1947. Export volume increased over 1947 by 
nearly 900,000 tons, further indication of Brazil’s 
rising productivity. 

While Brazil’s trade with the United States con- 
tinued on a deficitary basis in 1948, the curtailment of 
non-essential imports enforced by the Dutra adminis- 
tration cut down the deficit from a level which 
amounted to more than $300,000,000 in 1947 with in- 
clusion of c.i.f. charges, to $79,476,000 in 1948 on the 
same basis. At the same time, Brazil’s trade with 
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most other countries was highly favorable, with a 
net balance for Brazil of 1,823,403,000 cruzeiros from 
commerce with Europe and of 2,816,114,000 from nine 
leading customers other than the United States. 

Swift development of Brazil’s rubber industry typi- 
fied the efforts of the Dutra Administration to turn 
to Brazil's advantage even its obstacles. When the 
U. S., after the war, stopped buying Brazilian rubber, 
output began to slide. The Brazilian government 
stepped in, set minimum prices, encouraged producers 
and made possible rapid progress in production of rub- 
ber goods, placing Brazil in the forefront in that field. 

Brazil’s 130 rubber-goods factories, including 
four large, modern plants, enabled domestic con- 
sumption of rubber goods to increase by 403 per- 
cent over 1939. Tires, inner-tubes, surgical goods, 
all formerly imported, were made in Brazil. 

In 1948, Brazil produced one million rubber tires, 
twice as many as in 1945. About 745,000 inner-tubes 
were turned out by Brazilian factories in 1948—four 
times the amount in 1940. Factory consumption, in 
Brazil, of home-grown crude rubber came to 19,500 
metric tons in 1948. Withdrawal of the export market 
for rubber was thus turned to the benefit of Brazilian 
industrialization. 


Sets Economic Basis 


The Dutra Administration has specialized in setting 
the bases for future Brazilian economic expansion. 
Under it, the great Volta Redonda steel foundries, 
using Brazilian iron, are already accounting for 52 
percent of all Brazilian steel production. Volta Re- 
donda paid its first six percent dividend in 1948, with 
repayment of U.S. loans well underway. 

Future output of enough electric power to take care 
of Brazilian needs has been guaranteed through gov- 
ernment action in both the public and the private en- 
terprise fields. Private enterprise, including Brazilian 
Traction, Light & Power Co. and American & Foreign 
Power, was encouraged to expand facilities in Brazil, 
with the government guaranteeing a $75,000,000 
World Bank loan to Brazilian Traction for that pur- 
pose. , 

In the public field, the Dutra Administration pushed 
development of hydroelectric projects in the Sao Fran- 
cisco Valley, where work is underway at the Paulo 
Afonso Falls to provide power for a vast undeveloped 
area. Similar developments are in prospect in the state 
of Minas Gerais. 

Tackling the basic problem of fuel, the government 
purchased refineries and tankers abroad, using credits 
obtained through foreign trade with European nations 
to avoid dollar drain, although some essentials were 
purchased in the United States and U. S. firms were 
contracted to build model refineries. 

Petroleum output, while still small, was boosted to 
some 17,000 barrels a day by the end of 1948, about 
one-fifth of Brazil’s minimum present needs. New oil 
fields were surveyed, to be ready. for production as

Transport Improved 


Transportation improvements mounted in 1948 as 
the Dutra program got underway. Highways linking 
the North and South had their construction stepped 
up with a new 1,200 mile unit scheduled to be in- 
augurated in August. Railroad connections were 
pushed in the same field to make it possible for areas 
now isolated to ship their products directly to urban 
centers. 

Linking Brazil’s basic improvement program to- 
gether is the SALTE Plan, a five-year schedule for 
development in the fields of health, food, transport 
and power, with emphasis especially on improve- 
ment and extension of transportation facilities. 
This plan, too, is a direct outgrowth of the Dutra 
Administration’s immediate and long-range pro- 
gram for bolstering Brazil’s economy. 
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Sugar Credit Given 
Credit of 22 million cruzeiros to finance re- 
equipment of sugar mills in the state of Alagéas 
has been authorized by the Brazilian Sugar and 
Aleohol Institute. Loans would be made for five 
years at seven percent interest.
